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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . The foreign priority claim filed on 07 January 2005 was not entered because the foreign 
priority claim was not filed during the time period set forth in 37 CFR 1.55(a)(1). For original 
applications filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) (other than a design application) on or after November 
29, 2000, the time period is during the pendency of the application and within the later of four 
months fi-om the actual filing date of the application or sixteen months fi-om the filing date of the 
prior foreign application. For applications that have entered national stage fi-om an international 
application filed on or after November 29, 2000, after compHance with 35 U.S.C. 371, the claim 
for priority must be made during the pendency of the appUcation and within the time limit set 
forth in the PCT and the Regulations under the PCT.

2. The drawings are objected to because they include solid black shading in Figures 3 and 5 
through 7B. Applicant is advised to review 37 CFR 1.84(m). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 

separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
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printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title.

Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or

(e) Incorporation-Bv-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact Disc: The 
specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of electronic 
documents that are to become part of the permanent United States Patent and 
Trademark Office records in the file of a patent application. See 37 CFR 1.52(e) 
and MPEP § 608.05. Computer program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence 
Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables having more than 50 pages of text were 
permitted as electronic documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 
2000.

(2) Description of the Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 37 CFR 1.98 : A description of the related art known to the 
applicant and including, if applicable, references to specific related art and 
problems involved in the prior art which are solved by the applicant's 
invention. This item may also be titled "Background Art." 

(g) Brief Summarv of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief siunmary or 
general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1.73. The summary is 
separate and distinct firom the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather 
than the disclosure as a whole. The sunmiary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
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Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinefs) : See MPEP § 608.01(f). 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A description of 
the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 37 CFR 1.71 . The 
description should be as short and specific as is necessary to describe the 
invention adequately and accurately. Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the 
art, they should not be described in detail.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claims 1 through 8 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the 
claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby 
rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Claim 1 is 
similarly rejected for the indefinite language "such as." Claims 4, 5, 7 and 8 are similarly 
rejected. 

The scope of the claims is rendered indefinite by narrative claim language. Use of terms 
such as "so-called" and "per se" makes the degree of patent protection being sought by Applicant 
unclear. For the purpose of prosecution on the merits, the Examiner has made an earnest attempt 
to ascertain the scope of the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

10. Claims 1 through 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ingle 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,652,194 B2). 
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Ingle ' 194, as seen in Figures 1 through 8, discloses a maritime unit (20) for offshore 
operations comprising: 
with regard to claim 5, 

a frame structure provided with drive assemblies (col. 7, lines 30 through 34), and at least 
three legs (22), each leg comprising a brake disk system (26) including one or more brake 
flanges (32) extending longitudinally of the leg and at lest two brake shoe elements (34)operated 
by hydraulic cylinders (33); 
with regard to claim 6, 

wherein the brake shoe elements are fixedly mounted on the frame structure; 
with regard to claim 7, 

wherein the brake shoe elements press into engagement with the brake flanges and 
disengage therefrom in response to an auxiliary force (via elements 33); and 
with regard to claim 8, 

wherein the brake disk system is provided symmetrically on each leg of the maritime unit 
as seen from a cross-sectional view and includes hoUowed-out flanges. 

With regard to claims 1 through 4, the method steps recited therein are inherent to the 
operation of the system disclosed by Ingle '194.
